rage. The church and parsonage are 
free from debt. The indebtedness on 
the improvements is almost nil and 
J will be paid off at our annual home- 
a j coming. The new pews were paid off 
last week. It seemed like a great proj- 
ect, but money has come from un- 
heard-of sources. The faith of our lit- 
tle group has been strengthened as 
we have watched the Lord dissolve 
barriers. We have learned, at least 
partially, the meaning of the verse, 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish.” As the renovation program 
progressed, new life came into the 
church. Our church is full every Sun- 
day night, and it is my opinion that 
the heartstrings and deep-seated af- 
fections of the people are more close- 
ly tethered to their church than ever 
before. Our Sunday morning devo- 
tions are second to none, and waves 
of glory often roll over the worship- 
ful congregation as hearts are melted. 
There is a strange moving in the 
Bonne Terre Church that has been 
brought about by nothing more than 
the gospel in its simplicity and the 
precious praying people of this little 
mining town in Missouri. The people 
have sacrificed for the work’s sake, 
and the prospects for this church are 
most promising.—A happy pastor, Jos- 
eph L. Milligan.

THE VALUE OF PENTECOSTAL BIBLE SCHOOLS 


The very phraseology of this subject differentiates Pen- 
tecostal Bible schools from all others. The value of such 
schools is known to the world at large, but it is only rea- 
sonable to admit that their true value is better understood 
and more generally acknowledged by those of Pentecostal 
experience, faith, practice, or tendency. Not only that, but 
we use a different yardstick in arriving at the value of 
our schools, to that used by those of lower Bible standards, 
even though they claim to be fundamental. 

For instance, we acknowledge that the true value of our 
Pentecostal Bible schools does not reside in a surplus of 
property. We admit that we do not have thousands of 
schools with elaborate and costly buildings on multiplied 
acres of beautiful flowing lawns. In fact, the schools that 
serve our constituency of ten million Pentecostals would 
not surpass perhaps a few hundred, and the buildings as a 
general rule are ordinary, barely within the bounds of 
modern housing, and on limited acreage. Neither do we 
boast stability through financial affluence. Yet, most of 
the schools, once started, are continuing and realizing suc- 
cess, despite the lack of numerous scholarships, self-sup- 
porting enterprises, huge endowments, or liberal donations 
from the great and fabulous foundations. In fact, the lack 
of these things has infused our schools with that sterner 
stuff of life that has —— them safely through inde- 
scribable hardships and difficulties. After all, the Pente- 
costal Bible schools are still in their infancy, since per- 
haps the oldest is not over 40 years old, and the majority 
have not seen more than a score of terms. 

Pentecostal Bible schools are valuable because their foun- 
dation, framework, and structure are the Holy Bible. This 
being true, it simply means that Pentecostal Bible schools 
accept the Bible in its entirety, rightly divided. They em- 
phasize the fact that its teachings and doctrines are not 
only mandates for us, but pleasing, adaptable, and prac- 
ticable for everyday life. 

Pentecostal Bible schools are valuable because they em- 
phasize the necessity of a person being Spirit-born, sancti- 
fied through the blood of Christ Jesus, endued by the — 
Spirit in baptismal power; further, that such a person 
walk in the Spirit, and in so doing, render honorable, 
faithful; and effective service to God, the church, and his 
fellow man. Their value is further accentuated by the sac- 
rificial giving of property and service, by those of limited 
means, to make them possible. This is saying nothing of the 
tear-drenched cheeks, during thousands of hours of prayer 
and fasting. Yes, these things have made them of inestim- 
able value. 

They are valuable because of their purpose. That pur- 
pose is to prepare men and women, boys and girls to ren- 
der God, the church, and the lost world a service that is 
to glorify God in building up His church here and now and 
hasten the coming of Christ Jesus who purchased it with 
His precious blood. 

Pentecostal Bible schools are valuable because of the 
type of teachers and officers constituting their faculties. 
They are men and women of not only literary and schol- 
astic ability and efficiency, but first and more important, 
Spirit-filled Christians, dedicated and devoted to the pu: 
pose of teaching, as only God-called teachers could be. 
They are not teaching for fame or fortune, but because 
they have a burning passion to train others to serve God 
in a more effective and effectual manner. 

Pentecostal Bible schools are valuable because of the 
type of students they enroll. When a person enrolls in 
one of these schools, it is indicative of the fact that his 
plan and purpose is to better prepare himself for Christian 
service. He is not interested in a mere profession, but in a 
mind-, heart-, and soul-broadening Christian education, to 
be better prepared to engage in the greatest business in 
the world cloning lost so and shepherdizing them. 

Pentecostal schools are valuable because wherever one 
is erected, it stands as the Rock of Gibraltar against mod- 
ernism, and there never has been a day more than now 

hen there were more “isms” and “cisms” trying to com- 








saints.” These schools are fortresses and bulwarks against 
ro” es acerca of infidelity under false cloaks of Chris- 
anity. 
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Pentecostal Bible schools are valuable because they pro- 
mote the various groups of “like precious faith,” through 
their faculties and students. It is from and through them 
that we have more capable and effective pastors, mission- 
aries, and executives in a shorter period of time. Not only 
that, but the influence of the schools is assuring for us 
a more stable, cultured, Christ-like home and church life 
today and in the future. Then, too, we are realizing the 
broad benefit of the influence of these schools upon the 
business, clerical, and common walks of life. Through the 
various and numerous channels, their ys | vitaliz- 
ing, convincing, magnetic power is being felt, not only by 
our own people, but those of other denominations and 
nonchurch members. 

Pentecostal Bible schools are of inestimable value be- 
cause they serve as a balancing factor in our thinking, de- 
portment, and attitude toward and fellowship with each 
other as distinct Pentecostals within the realm of the Pen- 
tecostal movement. They also help us to keep our equilibri- 
um in our preaching, teaching, and general activity in 
our local and general church efforts. The schools, alon 
with our various contacts with each other in Pentecosta 
conferences, are serving to develop our knowledge of each 
other and make dearer and more binding our Pentecostal 
relationship. This strength of fellowship and understand- 
ing among ourselves qualifies us to deal more effectively 
with those of different religious faiths as well as those 
who make no religious profession. Pentecostal Bible schools 
are valuable, therefore, because they add impetus to our 
work now. They are valuable because through them we 
hold the progress we have made through turbulent trying 
days and have unalterable assurance of continued success, 
so long as we stay rooted and grounded in the truth and 
are actuated by that faith, indwelt and empowered by the 
Pentecostal power—the Holy Spirit.

some facts into consideration. The 

tier deeds were the works of the 
Holy Ghost through the apostles and 
ordained leaders of the church. Paul 
asked, “Are all apostles” (1 Cor. 12:- 
29). The implied answer is, of course 
negative. Obviously, the Holy Spirit 
bestows gifts on different people in 
Gifferent measures, for Paul —- 
potnts out, “Having then gifts fer- 

g according to the grace given us.” 
The fact that every believer does not 
make headline news every day does- 
n’t mean that the quality of the pow- 
er has deteriorated since it was first 
bestowed. ; 

Let each covev earnestly the best 
gifts, for the Holy Ghost power has 
not diminished one bit. It is operated 
by faith and our earnest desire to ac- 
complish the will of God. It is one 


thing to get into an automobile and 
press the accelerator, causing the en- 
gine to revolve faster, and another 
thing to engage the gears so it will 
move. The apostles could have re- 
mained in the upper room in a state 
of ecstasy and magnifying God in 
other tongues; but they put the di- 
vine power into the gear of zealous 
evangelism, and the church began to 
move. 

Unsanctified philosophers of relig- 
ion contend that the word “power” is 
used in Acts 1:8 to denote communion, 
character, or virtue. However, the 
word used here is dunamis. It appears 
in the New Testament about 120 
times. Seventy-seven times it is trans- 
lated “power”; eleven times, “mighty 
work”; four times, “might”; and 
three times, “virtue.” In each case it 
is used in connection with the same 
incident. Some writers argue that the 
word means “virtue,” and they are 
not kind enough to explain the set- 
ting. The result is that the thought 
of Christian character only has been 
ee b ay Let us consider an 
incident where the word is employed. 
The Synoptic Gospels record for us 
the incident of a poor, nameless wom- 
an whose face was pale, pinched, and 
wan. Her beauty was marred with 
great lines of suffering, and acute 

ain racked her body, she having suf- 
ered with an issue of blood for twelve 
long years. Then one day she heard 
of Jesus. She heard the common peo- 
ple speak of Him with deep affection, 
such as the shepherds know, who car- 
ry the lambs in their bosoms. Faith 
mounted in her soul, as she remem- 
bered the blind man’s miraculous 
healing and the testimony of the lep- 
ers. There came to her the assurance 
that if she could just touch the hem 
of Christ’s garment, it would be 
enough—and it was! Jesus stopped 
and asked the electrifying question, 
“Who touched me? .. . I perceive that 
virtue has gone out of me.” Here is 
our word power translated virtue. Oh, 
for more of this life-giving virtue, 
healing virtue, miraculous virtue! In 
this sense it reads well into Acts 1:8. 

Dunamis (power) is not victorian 
dignity; it is dynamite! We need 
something that will jar men loose 
from their sinful ease and their self- 
ish indulgences, and, thank God, we 
know what can best do that. True 
character is a much-desired fruit of 
the Spirit, a natural result of a spir- 
itual growth in Christ, and must be 
realized before the gifts of the Spirit 
can be manifested, but this is inciden- 
tal to what Christ meant when He 
said, “Ye shall receive power.” It is 
glorious thing to see Spirit-filled peo 
ple speak forth exultant languages of

Matthew 16:16-19, “And Simon Pet- 
er answered and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God. And 
Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Blessed art thou, Simon Bar-jona; for 
flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven. And I say unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church; and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it. 
And I will give unto thee the keys of 
the kingdom of heaven: and whatso- 
ever thou shalt bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven: and whatsoever 
thou shalt loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven.” 

Upon these words millions have 
staked their lives, their fortunes, and 
their souls. Just to read them without 
reflection, one could make the error 
of many who have supposed that Je- 
sus was building His church upon one 


lone man, Peter. This, of course, can-- 


not be true, as it would contradict 
other scriptures, and this would in- 
validate both. 1 Cor. 3:11 says, “For 
other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Christ Je- 
sus.” Certainly, we are to build only 
on Christ Jesus. 

We shall notice a few of the state- 
ments that show us what Christ had 
in mind when He said, “Upon this 
rock I will build my church.” 


1. THE CHURCH OF GOD IS BUILT 
UPON THE DEITY OF JESUS 
CHRIST. “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” Any teaching, 
doctrine, or theory that is not true 
this is certainly out of place in the 
Church of G foundation, or any- 
where else in the church. 

2. THE FOUNDATION OF THE 
CHURCH OF GOD IS THE DIVINE 
REVELATION OF THAT DEITY. 
“Flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven.” However helpful man’s opin- 
ion may be, and however much we 
may appreciate the teachings of men, 
I am so glad for the divine revelation. 
There is no other explanation for the 
Word of God. It is more flesh 
and blood could have thought of. The 
Church of God is built on the divine 
revelation. 

3. CHRIST BUILDS HIS CHURCH 
UPON THE FOUNDATION OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS’ FAITH IN 
THE DIVINE REVELATION AND DE- 
ITY OF JESUS CHRIST. “Thou art 
the Christ.” Not a mild “we believe,” 
or “we agree” that thou art Christ, 
but the emphatic, positive, know-so, 
kind of faith that comes from per- 
sonal touch, personal contact, and 
personal faith—“Thou ART.” 


4. THE DIVINE TOUCH, BLESSING 
THIS FAITH 


EXPERIENCE

5. THOU ART P. , AND UPON 
THIS ROCK I WILL BUILD MY 
CHURCH. Look at the name and you 
will see something of importance. “Si- 
mon” was his natural name without a 
touch from God, or faith in God’s Son. 
“Thou art Peter,” no longer Simon 
the unsaved, but Peter, the rock, a 
man to be used in the building of the 
Church of God. , 

6. THE ROCK. Only God can make 
a rock. We cannot save or sanctify 
our souls by our works, only the at 
blood of Jesus can accomplish that. 
He is the One who saves, sanctifies, 
and baptizes with the Holy Ghost. 
“Upon this rock I will build my 
church.” A rock is established; noth- 
ing mushy, but like a flint set to 
stand for God. 

7. THE GATES OF HELL SHALL 
NOT PREVAIL AGAINST IT. We are 
the group for which the devil is gun- 
ning. He has no reason to fear a cold 
dead, formal church group. We stand 
against all for which he stands. We 
stand for the things he is most 
against.

CHURCH OF GOD AT ESTEVAN, 
SASK., CANADA 


The Church of God has had a rath- 
er rugged beginning in Estevan, Sask., 
Canada. Rev. John A. Brost started a 
revival on July 17 which continued for 
6 weeks. Souls were saved, and a 
church was organized on Sept. 4, 
1949, with 16 members. A lot was pur- 
chased for a church building and also 
one for a parsonage. A building was 
purchased for the parsonage in 
November, 13 of the I. B. C. students 
set in to pour and finish a ful base- 
ment for the church. The day after 
they finished, however, the mayor of 
the town went down and condemned 
it as unfit for public services. The 
overseer, Brother Rafferty, was called, 
and they continued with the work 
pe extreme opposition from some 
of the political leaders of Estevan. By 
December 25, 1949, the basement was 
sufficiently completed to start hold- 
ing worship services there. 

e church grew, and the good pas- 
tor and members continued to work 
among the people of the town during 
the new year. As soon as was possible 
in the spring, work was again begun, 
this time on the church auditorium. 
Owing to the hard work of the pastor 
and some of the good brethren, they 
were able to finish the church for 
dedication 7 October 29, 1950. In the 
meantime, the ladies had completely 
remodelled the building purchased for 
a parsonage. Since the dedication, 
when $1,200 was raised toward the 
building fund, the church has been 
on the increase. Souls have been 
saved; others have received the Holy 
Ghost. We thank God for His blessings 
upon us, and for the able ministers, 
Rev. J. A. Rafferty, Rev. Ralph Bros- 
trom (dedicatory speaker), v. Fae 
Dyer (first revival speaker), Rev. C. 
Evangs, and Rev. L. G. Rouse, who 
have led the members in making the 
Church of God known and respected, 
not only in Estevan, but far and wide 
in this region. 

CHURCH OF GOD AT WAWOTA,

Rev. Brost 
had resigned his work at Estevan and 
accepted the Church of God at Roll- 
ing Hills when he was asked by the 
overseer (at that time), Rev. J. A. Raf- 
ferty, if he would go to Wawota and 
build a church. There were only a few 
members, but they were made of real 
material. One year and 13 days after 
the dedication of the Estevan church, 
the Wawota church was complete, 
with a parsonage, on which date it 
was dedicated by Rev. J. A. Rafferty.

HAITI—APRIL NEWS LETTER 


Sunday eve we finished a 
Youth for Christ tent revival on the 
exposition grounds at Port-au-Prince. 
Eight different missions participated 
and 104 souls were saved during those 
7 nights. 

Monday and Tuesday were pastoral 
conference days. Brother Deshommes, 
our district overseer of the South, was 
not able to be present, due to an ac- 
cident that befell him on the Jeremie 
tour last month. The jeep broke down 
and had to be left in a garage at 
Jeremie, and a truck was rented to 
take Brother Deshommes and Broth- 
er Walker on to where horses could 
be taken to continue the church vis- 
itations. When the churches heard of 
this, they raised $10 to pay for the 
truck. The trails in that area of the 
country are extremely steep, narrow. 
and erous. On reaching a bad 
section, the first horse refused to go 
on, so Brother Walker dismounted 
and continued on foot. As Brother 
Deshommes reached that spot, his 
horse’s saddle strap broke, throwing 
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him over the side of the hill. But 
thank the Lord, he caught hold and 
fell only a few feet. The horse, how- 
ever, lost its balance, fell over Brother 
Deshommes and rolled over and over 
down the hill about a 150 feet, but no 
legs were broken. Brother Deshommes’ 
arm began to swell and to pain him 
terribly, but it was 8 days before they 
got back to Cayes and could get it 
X-rayed and put into a cast. One 
bone was broken and the other was 
dislocated. 

Tuesday afternoon one of our two 
evangelists of Basin General came to 
our house to ask if we could take him 
back to his home. He came to tell us 
that the other brother had died, and 
that he had come to town to buy pro- 
visions. Both of these workers ve 
stood alone as evangelicals among 
large families of Voodooists. In spite 
of this, I was shocked when I arrived 
to see a dead chicken hanging in the 
doorway, and I asked that it be re- 
moved in respect of the fact that he 
was a preacher of the gospel. The un- 
converted mother had put it there so 
that the disease of which he had died 
would enter the chicken and not Fa 
into another member of the family. 
We spoke to the people of death and 
eternal life in Christ, but it turned in- 
to a heated denunciation of Protes- 
tantism. That night the Christians ar- 
rived and sang hymns. The funeral 
was at 7:30 a. m., as bodies are not 
embalmed in Haiti and decay begins 
quickly. 

At the ag! the body was 
placed in the f ly tomb. e ce- 
mented door was opened, and the ma- 
hogany casket was placed with others. 
From where I stood I could see one 
mildewed box that had split open with 
the swelling of the body. No dirt was 

ut over the boxes. Fresh cement and 

ricks were there to seal up the en- 
trance again. as the pastor said, 
“Amen,” the family group stepped up 


with incense, candles, corked botties, 
etc. They also put the wrapped chick- 
en in the tomb. I wanted observe 
their rituals, but the pastor stepped 
forward and said, “We can go now.” 
The Lord had called His child to more 
oe ane surroundings, He had suf- 
ered much at the hands of his rel- 
atives, who tried daily to entanzle 
him Son in their folly. Pray for the 
4 children and the wife who daily en- 
couraged her husband in the Lord and 
helped him remain faithful until 
death. 

Many of you will be seeing Odine 
soon, as she left Saturday for a 5- 
month furlough. She will be visiting 
churches while in the States.

At the Post of Duty

Judges 7:16-21, “And he divided the 
three hundred men into three com- 
panies, and he ge a trumpet in every 
man’s hand, with empty pitchers, and 
lamps within the pitchers. And he said 
unto them, Look on me, and do like- 
wise: and, behold, when I come to the 
outside of the camp, it shall be that, 
as I do, so shall ye do. When I blow 
with a trumpet, I and all that are 
with me, then blow ye the trumpets 
also on every side of all the camp, 
and say, The sword of the Lord, and 
of Gideon. So Gideon, and the hun- 
dred men that were with him, came 
unto the outside of the camp in the 
beginning of the middle watch; and 
they had but newly set the watch: 
and they blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers that were their hands. 
And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands, 
and the trumpets in their right hands 
to blow withal: and they cried, The 
sword of the Lord, and of Gideon. And 
they stood every man in his place 
round about the camp: and all the 
host ran, and cried, and fled.” 

Notice especially the 21st verse, “And 
they stood every man in his place.” I 
think this portion of God’s Word has 
a wonderful lesson in it for every 
Christian who is desirous of being a 
blessing and doing the will of God. If 
there was ever a time when Christians 
needed to be at the _ of duty it is 
now, when we are the very last 
days of grace. The devil knows he has 
but a short time; this is proved by 
the constant evils that are ever pres- 
ent in greater and stronger forces. 
Christian, if you have been rather 
slack, or neglectful in your duties, 
from this day forward realize the need 
of being at the post of duty. 

I. Dependence on God. Christians at 
all time must realize their dependence 
on God in whatever they undertake 
whether it be work for God or persona 
problems. Gideon numbered his men, 
and 22,000 returned home because 
they were afraid. God said, “The peo- 
ple are yet too many.” God also said, 
“Lest Israel vaunt themselves against 
me, saying, Mine own hand hath saved 
me.” Gideon knew he had enough to 
fight against the Midianites and win 
the battle, but God said, “No; I want 
to test them further.” The result was 
that there were ony 300 out of the 
32,000 who fully met the requirements. 
It means something to meet the re- 

uirements of God, but when this is 
ully met, then are we eligible and 
capable to stand at the post of duty. 
God wanted Gideon and the army to 
depend on Him so that He would get 
the glory. 

II. Whole-Hearted Service. God 
could not work out His plan and win 
victories in Gideon’s day with half- 
hearted soldiers. In World War II, 
during the German blitz dn France, 
it was said of many that it was a

complete victory for the Germans be- 
cause of half-hearted soldiers in the 
French ranks. In Gideon’s army there 
were 22,000 that were fearful. How 
many of God’s children are fearful to- 
day? They were afraid to trust God. 
Oh, how we need to trust God today 


‘ for bigger and better churches, mira- 


cles, and revivals Isaiah 63:5a, “And 
I looked, and there was none to help.” 
It may seem unreasonable to some to 
think that God needs help. However, 


since God chose human beings from _ 


the foundation of the world to honor 
and glorify His name, it is not un- 
reasonable to assume that God needs 
them to help Him now. If people neg- 
lect or fail to do God’s will, His plan 
is stalled until someone else fulfills 
that obligation. It is needful for God’s 
poste to be at the post of duty at all 
es. 

Ill. Example of Whole-Hearted 
Service. There are a number of great 
men whom God has blessed down 
through the ages, and who have ren- 
dered faithful service to God. Once 
when God was looking for help and 
needed a man with a vision, He chose 
Nehemiah, the cup-bearer to King Ar- 
taxerxes. Nehemiah chose to stand at 
the post of duty for God rather than 
enjoy the ease of the palace. What a 
challenge that is for people today! 
Some have the ease of home comforts 
so that they forget when it is time to 
go to the house of God. God is looking 
or Christians who have a vision as 
Nehemiah did. We must be careful 
that the enemy of our souls does not 
cause us to lose our vision and conse- 
cration to God. 

IV. A Place of Service for All. I have 
often found among various congrega- 
tions that there are those who seem to 


feel there is nothing for them to do. 
There is no such state in the chosen 
army of God. Every Christian has a 
place to fill in this great battle against 
sin and the devil. God may call some 
to a more prominent work in the 
church, but there is one thing that is 
needful, and all can do it; that is 
prayer. Christians must realize their 
duty to God is a privilege, and not 
something hard or unreasonable. I be- 
lieve the Christian age is a time of a 
great sifting, as of Gideon’s day; those 
who accept their obligation with joy 
will be the ones who are counted 
worthy to go in the rapture. May God 
stir our hearts to a ye effort for 
Him, and may we find our place at 
the post of duty for God. We need a 
new vision of Jesus Christ in all of His 
wonderful majesty and glory that will 
melt our hearts together and bring 
the unity of faith in oneness. There 
is a place of service for all. 

V. God Needs Help. It was said that 
a certain man went into a potter’s 
shop to see crockery made. He 
watched the man who was standing 
working at the wheel, who had one 
foot on the brake, stopping the vessel 
when it was needed. The visitor said, 
“My friend, doesn’t that foot get tired

Rev. John O. Yates, son of Robert 
and Elizabeth Yates, was born May 2, 
1887. He departed this life, suddenly, 
Wednesday, March 19, 1952, at the age 
of 64 years, 10 months, and 17 days. 
In the year of 1911 he was united in 
marriage to Mary Essie Peeples, and 
12 children came to bless this union, 
3 of which preceded him in death. His 
parents also preceded him in death.

27 years old, he was sanctified and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost.

LITERATURE 


The Literature Department of the Church of God Publishing House has grown 
beyond our expectations in the past twelve months. First, may I apologize to those 
of you who have ordered literature and we have not been able to fill that order. We 
are certainly thrilled over the growth of the Sunday Schools throughout the 
United States. I doubt seriously if our ministers and laity realize that our litera- 
ture for each quarter is printed from four to seven months ahead of time. With that 
being the case, and its being impossible for us to know about the growth of the 
Sunday Schools in advance, it is difficult for us to know how much literature to 
print each quarter in order to have plenty. We are determined that next quarter 
we will have plenty of each kind of literature. 


This last quarter has been the greatest of all. We have printed 20,000 more 
Adult Quarterlies for the next quarter than we printed fifteen months ago. The 
first quarter after the General Assembly of 1950 we printed 70,000 Adult 
Quarterlies, and for the third quarter of 1952 we printed 90,000. Our Picture 
Rolls have increased from approximately 800 to 1,950. So, you can easily see that 
our Sunday School is growing by leaps and bounds. We are very happy for that. 


We are indeed grateful for the cooperation we are getting from the people on 
the field. You may rest assured that from now on we will be alert more than ever : 
before, and do our best to have sufficient literature for all of our Sunday Schools. fe 


We have found that our Flannelgraphs are ideal material for our smaller classes. 
We started using them a few years ago, and the demand for them has more than , 
doubled in the last two years. May I suggest that you. place your orders earlier ‘g 
than usual. If you would like to have one for review, please let us know several 
weeks early so we can have them printed. They are very expensive for us, and we 
do not like to have many of them left over. 


We felt we should pass this information on to our people on the field so they 
would realize the problem we have of supplying our churches with the merchan- 
dise they desire. If it would be possible for you to let us know what your plans 
are for your Sunday School two or three months early, it certainly would help us. 
Most literature is shipped six weeks ahead, and it comes in eight to ten packages. 
So, if you should only get half of your literature, give the other half two weeks j 
to arrive. Many times we ship the second order, and, before the customer receives 
it, he receives the first order. Thanks for your splendid cooperation, and may we 
have the pleasure of serving you at all times.
